Carter signs economie stimulation bills 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Carter 
today signed a bill authorizing $20 billion for 
general economic stimulation and a $4 
billion public works bill, 
calling the 
legislation “a major move in the right 
direction.” 
With mayors from some of the nation’s 
major cities and congressmen and senators 
looking on, the President said in a White 
House Rose Garden ceremony that the 
legislation demonstrated “in a vivid way 
the close cooperation that has evolved” 
between the White House and Congress and 
the local and federal governments. 
The $4 billion appropriation bill for public 
works is among the spending plans 
authorized by the larger economic stimu­ 
lation bill the President signed. 
The economic stimulation 
bill also 
authorizes $8 billion for public service jobs 
and $1 billion for a program to boost em­ 
ployment by 200,000 among young people. 
Bills actually appropriating the money for 
those programs are still moving through 
Congress. 


The President said that in talking with 
foreign leaders in Europe last weekend, he 
found that “the most unified concern ex­ 
pressed was for jobs for young people. ” 
Also included in the economic stimulation 
bill is authorization for $631 million in 
general financial assistance for state and 
local governments. 
Administration officials have predicted 
the public works bill will create 300,000 jobs 
directly in the construction industry and 
another 300,000 jobs indirectly. 
AFL+CIO President George Meany, who 
had criticized the proposal as being in­ 
sufficient, was in the crowd in the Rose 
Garden. He did not take part in the 
ceremony. 
The President said that the drop of one 
percentage point in the national unem­ 
ployment rate since he took office was not 
attributed to anything he, his ad­ 
ministration or the Congress has done, but 
that it was a reaffirmation of the faith of the 
American people in the American system. 
The unemployment rate was 7 per cent last 


month. 
Commerce secretary Juanita Kreps said 
that the public works bill “will give the 
people in towns and countries new public 
facilities, 
schools, 
libraries, 
water 
facilities, which they very much need.” 
Carter mentioned the jobs bill Thursday 
as he held a nationally televised news 
conference in which he discussed his 
summit trip to Europe and defended his 
domestic policies. 
The

economic policies. In turning aside such 
complaints, Carter listed the jobs bill as an 
accomplishment, 
then also listed ap­ 
propriations for local governments, a 
summer jobs program and his proposal to 
revamp the funding of the Social Security 
system. 
“I do not consider these moves to help 
people to go back to work and have a good 
life to be incompatible with a balanced 
budget before my own term of office is 
over,” he said, linking a balanced budget 


and ‘‘the right of people to have a job. ” 
The $4-billion jobs bill will provide money 
for road repairs, construction of hospitals, 
libraries and police stations and other 
projects designed to benefit communities 
and put the unemployed to work, especially 
those laid off from construction jobs. 
Carter had been criticized by Sen. George 
McGovern, D-S.D., who said in a speech last 
weekend that Carter was willing to sacrifice 
important social programs in order to 
balance the federal budget.

Carter said that despite the labor 
chief’s criticism administration proposals 
affecting organized labor were unexcelled, 
“even going back to the early days of 
Lyndon Johnson. ”

conference, the President also said he 
thought Former President Richard M. 
Nixon “was guilty of impeachable offenses” 
in the Watergate scandal, but “he has 


rationalized in his own mind that he did all 
of these things for the benefit of his staff 
members. . . . and that he didn’t have any 
criminal intent.” 
On his European trip and on other foreign 
topics Carter said: 
- “I can report substantial success” as a 
result of “a renewed spirit <rf hope and 
confidence” coming from meetings in 
Europe with the leaders of the major in­ 
dustrial nations. 
- The United States will not recognize the 
Palestinian Liberation Organization as long 
as the PLO refuses to accept the right of 
Israel to exist. And providing a homeland 
for the Palestinians is of crucial importance 
in arriving at a peace settlement in the 
Middle East. 
- Arab leaders he has met accept the 
special U.S. relationship with Israel and 
that relationship “will be permanent as long 
as I am in office.” The statement was a 
reassurance to Israel's government, which 
recently has questioned Carter’s com­ 
mitment.

Carter had been criticized by Sen. George 
McGovern, D-S.D., who said in a speech last 
weekend that Carter was willing to sacrifice 
important social programs in order to 
balance the federal budget.

Meany. C arter said that despite the labor 
chief’s criticism administration proposals 
affecting organized labor were unexcelled, 
“ even going back to the early days of 
Lyndon Johnson.” 
In an informal question- and- answer 
session with reporters after the televised 
conference, the President also said he 
thought Form er President Richard M 
Nixon "was guilty of impeachable offenses" 
in the W atergate scandal, but "he has 


rationalized in his own mind that he did all 
of these things for the benefit of his staff 
members. . .

On his European trip and on other foreign 
topics Carter said: 
- ‘‘I can report substantial success” as a

- Arab leaders he has met accept the 
special U.S. relationship with Israel and 
that relationship "will be permanent as long 
as I am in office." The statem ent was a 
reassurance to Israel’s government, which 
recently has questioned C arter's com­ 
mitment.

Andrew Young, this country’s outspoken new am­ 
bassador to the United Nations, says he has a big mouth

•; time, but the former Georgia congressman has ac­ 
complished it on several recent occasions. Latest was 
during an interview on British television in which he 
criticized Britain’s record in race relations and allowed 
as to how he sometimes almost thought the British had 
“invented racism.” 
Young shortly thereafter removed his oral impediment 
Jong enough to issue a formal apology to Britain’s chief 
Xl.N. delegate, who allowed as to how he was happy to 
consider the incident closed. 
• Rather more troubling than this gaffe, however, was 
something else Young said during the same interview. 
Although he has been leading a Western effort to find 
some means of exerting pressure on South Africa to 
change its racial policies, short of a United Nations 
sanction, he hinted that the United States might not stand 
in the way if a sanction resolution came to a vote. That is, 
It might not use its Security Council veto to block it. 
Now the United States certainly has nothing to gain in 
the eyes of black Africans and the rest of the “Third 
World” by defending the white racist regime of South 
Africa. But it would seem that if we were to go so far as to 
refrain from vetoing a sanction resolution against that 
country, we might as well go all the way and vigorously 
support it. Either it is right or it is not right. 
Better yet, we ought to tie in our support of sanctions 
against South Africa with a resolution condemning all the 
governments that are trampling on human rights on that 
continent, some of them in ways that make the South 
Africans look like amateurs. 
; It would never pass, of course, since 99 per cent of 
those governments are black, but coming from a black 
American like Young, it might carry more than a little 
moral weight. In any event, since he says he’s going to 
Continue speaking out, it would be refreshing to see him 
bffend a non white government for a change. 
* Curiously, though, for all his neglecting to make sure 
his brain is engaged before he puts his mouth in gear, 
Andrew Young has been carefully selective about where 
he places his foot.

recent interview with Garland 
Grant, a Milwaukee man who 
hijacked a Northwest Airlines 
plane in 1971 and has been living 
in Cuba ever since. 
Grant isn't the sort bi person 
we relish getting our

formation from. A member of 
the Black Panthers, he com­ 
m itted 
an 
outrageiously 
criminal act endangering the 
lives of 59 people on the Boeing 
727 jet. 
G rant’s comments on Cuba 
do, however, ring with the 
sincerity of six years’ firsthand 
experience. 
His main goal is to get back to 
the United States because Cuba 
is so horrible and “everybody is 
too scared to say anything.” It 
doesn’t bother him that this 
would m ean spending most of 
the rest of his life in a U.S. 
prison. 
“Just open my cell door,” he 
said, “and I will walk in ... I’m 
all for the United States now. I’d 
even wear a Nixon button.” 
Grant now sweeps floors in a 
Havana hotel for $100 a month. 
He 8ays he is “living like a dog,” 
end blacks are treated worse 
“than in the worst parts of 
Mississippi." Grant spent two 
and a half years in jail, not for 
hijacking, but for picketing the 
Cuban M inistry of the Interior. 
He lost an eye from a beating by 
a prison guard.

Foot-in-Mouth Epidemic in D.C.

WASHINGTON - S ta rtle d 
witnesses recently overheard 
Rep. John Ash brook, R.-Ohio, 
in a reference to the late Rev. 
M artin Luther King Jr., object 
to spending the tax p ay ers' 
m o n ey “ in v e s tig a tin g th e 
m urder of som e nigger.” 
Sim ilar outbreaks of foot-in- 
mouth disease got E arl Butz 
f i r e d 
a s S e c r e t a r y o f 
A griculture and almost ended 
G e a G eorge Brown’s c areer as 
Joint Chiefs chairm an. Both 
m ade insensitive rem arks that 
offended minorities. 
Ash brook’s alleged indiscre­ 
tion occurred during the recent 
cro ssfire betw een ex-H ouse 
Assassinations Chairm an He­ 
nry Gonzales, D.-N.M., and his 
c h i e f c o u n s e l , R i c h a r d 
Sprague. A few congressm en 
got together over chicken din­ 
ner at W ashington’s Oakland 
Inn to h ear Sprague’s side of 
the controversy. 
Sprague argued the need for 
an investigation of the John F. 
K ennedy and M artin Luther 
K i n g a s s a s s i n a t i o n s . T h e 
re fere n ce to th e v en erated 
black leader, according to w it­ 
nesses, brought a snort from 
Ash brook. Tim e and money 
“should not be wasted,” he 


grum ped, “investigating the 
m urder of some nigger.” 
Ashbrook denied that he had 
ever said anything of the so rt 
He would never use language 
like that, he told us, “even in 
joking.” Yet others who at­ 
tended the dinner recalled the 
rem ark clearly. 
It is against the unw ritten 
rules of the House for one 
m em ber to disparage another 
in public. Most of the witnesses 
therefore, didn’t w ant to be 
identified. Only Sprague wai 
willing to be nam ed. When wt 
q u e s t i o n e d 
h i m . 
he 
acknow ledged th at he had 
heard Ash brooks derogatory 
rem ark about the slain civil 
rights leader. 
We learned that Sprague 
had also kept notes of the din­ 
ner meeting, so we pressed him 
to consult his notes. His notee 
verified th at A shbrook had 
m ade the rem ark. Others con­ 
firm ed th at they had also 
heard the sam e thing. 
Others said they had not 
heard the controversial crack 
b u t c o u l d n ’t d e n y t h a t 
Ashbrook had m ade it They 
e x p la in e d th a t so m e tim es 
se v e ral conversations w ere 
going on at the sam e tim e at 


the dinner table. 
Rep. John R ousselot, R - 
Calif, who attended the dinner, 
told us that he had not heard 
the rem ark and that it would 
have been uncharacteristic of 
Ashbrook to m ake it. 
Actually, the Ohio congress­ 
m an has a reputation for m ak­ 
ing candid rem arks and taking 
defiant stands. On racial issues. 
A shbrook h as voted consis­ 
tently against the civil rights 
m easures that black leaders 
have supported. 
Watch On Waata: Probably 
the most pam pered people in 
the Pentagon are the adm irals.

Andrew Young, this country’s outspoken new am­ 
bassador to the United Nations, says he has a big mouth 
and that he’s going to keep on sticking his foot in it. 
It’s not easy to nibble on your toes and talk at the same 
time, but the former Georgia congressman has ac­ 
complished it on several recent occasions. Latest was 
during an interview on British television in which he 
criticized Britain’s record in race relations and allowed 
as to how he sometimes almost thought the British had 
"invented racism." 
Young shortly thereafter removed his oral impediment 
long enough to issue a formal apology to Britain’s chief 
U.N. delegate, who allowed as to how he was happy to 
consider the incident closed. 
Rather more troubling than this gaffe, however, was 
something else Young said during the same interview. 
Although he has been leading a Western effort to find 
some means of exerting pressure on South Africa to 
change its racial policies, short of a United Nations 
sanction, he hinted that the United States might not stand 
in the way if a sanction resolution came to a vote. That is, 
it might not use its Security Council veto to block it. 
Now the United States certainly has nothing to gain in 
the eyes of black Africans and the rest of the "Third 
World" by defending the white racist regime of South 
Africa. But it would seem that if we were to go so far as to 
refrain from vetoing a sanction resolution against that 
country, we might as well go all the way and vigorously 
support it. Either it is right or it is not right. 
Better yet, we ought to tie in our support of sanctions 
against South Africa with a resolution condemning all the 
governments that are trampling on human rights on that 
continent, some of them in ways that make the South 
Africans look like amateurs. 
It would never pass, of course, since 99 per cent of 
those governments are black, but coming from a black 
American like Young, it might carry more than a little 
moral weight. In any event, since he says he’s going to 
continue speaking out, it would be refreshing to see him 
offend a nonwhite government for a change. 
Curiously, though, for all his neglecting to make sure 
his brain is engaged before he puts his mouth in gear, 
Andrew Young has been carefully selective about where 
he places his foot.

Tonry defeated James Moreau by 184 votee last Oct. 9 In a 
Democratic runoff, then went on to (Meat a Republican and an 
independent in the general election. He resigned hie seat May 8, 
one day before a congressional subcommittee was to vote on 
whether he should be expelled. Two of the three panel members 
said they would have recommeneded his ouster. 
The ll-count indictment charges Tonry with conspiracy to 
obstruct Justice, obstruction of Justice, receiving more than 
$54,000 in illegal political contributions and promising federal 
Jobs for political purposes.

The bill, approved 252 158 and sent to the Senate, would au­ 
thorise II 1 billion in U S aid for food production, population 
control and development programs around the world The rest of 
the funds would finance related programs, chiefly a 8270 million 
contribution to international organisations

against use of money for forced sterilization 
The decision on Cuban and Vietnamese trade followed a vote

Dear Ann Landers 
Reader writes “On Being A Father’ 


Dear Ann Landers: The piece 
I send was printed in Newsday a 
few years ago. I came across it 
again and sent it to you to share 
with your readers - with the 
author’s permission. His name 
is Martin Weinstein. 
ON BEING A FATHER 
I was the product of a broken 
home. I grew up without the 
physical or spiritual presence of 
a father, without the comforting 
knowledge that, at home, there 
was a strong figure I could turn 
to for solace, warmth, and 
discipline - someone who would 
be glad to share the joys of 
childhood and shield me from 
the minor hurts. 
I am now a middle-aged man, 
die father of three, but I can still 
feel the pain of being fatherless - 
- as if I just had a tooth ex­ 
tracted. That void in my life has 
never been filled. 
Growing up alone forged my 
character and my personality. It 
taught me to look only to myself 
for aid and comfort. But it 
denied me an emotional haven, 
the one thing a young person 
needs if he is to grow up whole. 
How vital it is for a child to 
have a shoulder to cry on in 
crisis. He needs a place to go - 
so he can close his eyes and shift 


the burden of woe or respon­ 
sibility, even for a moment, to 
someone who really cares. Only 
a father can fill this role. Only a 
father can create the ambience 
that grounds 
the emotional 
security 
that young 
people 
require if they are to become 
mature adults and, in turn, pass 
on to their children the warmth 
and love that makes for 
stability. 


I love my children and I care 
about them. This means, in 
addition 
to 
attending 
PTA 
meetings and open school 
nights, I give of myself. I do not 
try to enter their world as a 
peer. I want to be a father, not a 
friend. I establish order in my 
home. This means discipline - 
swift, certain, consistent and, 
above all else, loving. I strive to 
transmit 
waves 
of concern 
without creating neurotics. This 
means setting standards and 
insisting on achievement within 
the framework of my child’s 
capacity to perform. It means 
sharing the victories 
and 
helping to pick up the pieces 
after a failure.
